The German News Agency announced last night that German 
Íorces on several sectors in Luxembourg have been taken 
back to the outposts of the Western Wall. 


An earlier front-line dispatch ,. 
from an Associated Press correspon- 
dent said the situation was being 
viewed more optimistically, but the 
Germans still retained the initiative. 
From a tentative stab to the west, 
which carried 11 miles to the 
vicinity of Cinay, 15 miles from 
Namur, and into Celles, four miles 
from the Meuse, Marshal von 
Rundstedt was shifting the main 
weight to the north-east towards the 
Antwerp supply line. 


His two to three-army onslaught 
—probably 250,000 strong—was 
held virtually without gains through 
‘the twenty-four hours to Tuesday 
morning, and earlier spearhead 
thrusts within four miles of the 
Meuse were beaten back from one 
to two miles. At the same time the 
German southern flank stiffened 
agains’ General _  Eisenhower’s 
counter-attack and the American 
relieving force was being checked, at 
least for the moment, five miles

At present the comparatively 
stabilised German salient takes the 
form of a sharp-snouted animal’s 
head facing west, says Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent at Allied 
Supreme Headquarters.

Trawler Supplies 
Stopped by Fish 


Prices Order 


KIPPERS and mates of thc three 
deep-sea trawlers of the Dublin 
Trawling Ice and Cold Storage 
Company tied up their vessels in 
the Liffey yesterday as a protest 
against the Order made by the De- 
partment of Supplies fixing maxi- 
mum prices for fish. 

As a result of their action Dublin 
faces an immediate scarcity of fish. 
The in-shore. trawlers of the Sea 
Fisheries Co. are still going to sea, 
but, as the deep-sea vessels landed 
over 400 cwt. of fish weekly, there 
is little likelihood of the resultant 
shortage being met. 

An Irish Times reporter was told 
by the skippers that the Order will 
—— them from getting a living. 

e trawlers involved go to sea for 
two weeks, at a time, and the mem- 
bers of the crew are paid only on a 
commission basis. Coal for the 
trawlers has to be provided, in addi- 
tion to the consumable stores, the 
cost of which runs into hundreds of 
pounds. Each trawler burns seven 
tons of coal per day, and whereas 
before the war the coal cost 14s, to 

6s. per ton, now the figure is

to retire from Parliament after 54 
years’ continuous service as M.P. 
for Caernarvon Boroughs. Mr. 
Lloyd George, who is nearly 82,

The announcement was made yes- 
terday by Mr. E. P. Evans, Chair- 
man of Caernarvon § Boroughs 
Liberal Association, to a special 
meeting of the executive of the 
Association. 

During his Premiership, from 
December, 1916, to October, 1922, 
the Irish question formed one of 
Mr. Lloyd George’s chief pro- 
blems. He was responsible for the 
discussions that resulted in the 
Articles for a Treaty, and was one 
of the signatories. It was partly as 
a result of that instrument and 
partly as a result of the threat of 
a war with Turkey over the Chanak 
question that the Conservative 
members of the Coalition, at the 
historic Carlton Club meeting of 
1922, decided that they would no 
longer serve under him, 


RISE TO FAME 


David Lloyd George, as a 
struggling young solicitor, son of an 
elementary school headmaster, 
secured a totally unexpected victory 
by 18 votes at a Caernarvon 
Boroughs by-election in 1890. Since 
then he never lost an_ election. 
Though in 1939 he remained outside 
the Government, he was as in- 
domitable a figure as he had been 
a quarter of a century earlier. 

He first became a national figure 
in the South African War with his 
strong Boer sympathies. He was 
mobbed at Birmingham, and had to 
escape in a policeman’s tunic and 
helmet. In the. years immediately 
before 1914 he was in the van of 
movements to secure national insur- 
ance and land reform, and to resolve 
the Irish problem. He was known 
to be among those who favoured 
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that moment he flung the whole force 
of his vivid mesmeric personality 
into the struggle which was to place 
him among history's foremost names, 
With victory secured he was sent 
back to Westminster with an over- 
whelming majority and went to 
Versailles to discuss peace terms. 

After the fall of the Coalition in 
1922 Lloyd George became leader 
of the Opposition. Though his 
personal following dwindled from 
the greatest majority in modern 
times to a mere handful, his per- 
sonality still dominated public life. 


In Steamer 


James Eric Holmes (19), a sea- 
man, of Borough road, Birkenhead, 
was, at Holyhead, yesterday, 
charged with the murder of Annie 
Mulkerrins, a 27-year-old Irish- 
woman, whose body was found on 
a small coasting steamer in Holy- 
head Harbour on Boxing Night. 

Only evidence of arrest was 
given, and Holmes was remanded 
in custody until January 10th. 

Mulkerrins, whose home was at 
Carna, Co. Galway, had been 
employed in the Coventry district, 
and was on her way home to spend 
her Christmas holiday. She is stated 
to have reached Holyhead on Box- 
ing Day, intending to sail yesterday. 

It is believed that death wus 
caused by gunshot wounds. The 
woman was a daughter of Mr. 
Joseph Mulkerrins, of Carna. She 
last visited her home about nine 
months ago. 


Turkey Exports Will 


Yield £1,000,000 
Nearly 800,000 turkeys were sent 


from Eire to Great Britain during 
the trading period this year, an 
Irish Times reporter learned yester- 
day. This represents an increase of 
about 16 per cent. on last year’s 
figure for the same period. About 
six weeks ago the /rish Times fore- 
cast an increase of 15 per cent. 
This year’s export will bring a cash 
return of about £1,000,000. 

The general opinion in the trade 
is that the quality of this year’s 
birds was not: quite so high as that 
of last year; this is attributed mainly 
to the wet conditions prevailing in 
November and December. 

Despite the large number of 
birds, shipping arrangements worked 
smoothly.

Declaring “There would have been a great 
massacre if we had not intervened,” he added that he 
was hopeful that the conference would bring a solution. 
If it did not, British troops “here and on the way ” 
would make the Allies masters of Athens and Attica. 


_ Mr. Churchill said there was no question of the King 
returning to Greece until after a free plebiscite had been taken. 
" We have driven away the rebels from the immediate centre 


of Athens,” he said. 


“We are absolutely determined that the 


whole of the built-up area must be cleared. We shall use 


whatever force is necessary.” 


No agreement was reached at 
yesterday’s conference in Athens, 


attended by delegates of the chief 
Greek political parties. 

The B.B.C. announced in the mid- 
night news bulletin that their corre- 
spondent stated that Mr. Churchill 
disclosed that the Greek situation 
would be reviewed when he, Mr. 
Roosevelt and Marshal Stalin would 
meet “not very long from now.” 

The conference, according to 
Reuter, reached a unanimous deci- 
sion in favour of a Regency. The 
only difference of opinion as to a 
Regency arose over the exact time. 
An overwhelming majority favoured 
an immediate proclamation. 

In his statement Mr. Churchill 
said; — “Having gone into this 
business, we have contracted “many 
responsibilities. Thousands of Greeks 
who have shown us friendship would 
be liable to punishment by con- 
querors.” 

Yesterday’s session only opened 
after. a_ 45-minute. truce -over a 
corridor of the city had permitted 
the E.L.A.S. delegates to cross

Athens in safety to the meeting 
place. A British armoured car, 
flying the white flag of truce, made 
its second journey to the E.L.A.S. 
positions to bring them. Following 
Tuesday night’s first meeting, it had 
been indicated that it was hoped 
that a greater number of delegates 
would take part in subsequent 
discussions. : 

While the conference discussed 
the peace proposals in the Grande 
Bretagne Hotel, fresh fighting flared 
up in the district behind the 
British Headquarters, where para- 
troops forged ahead with tanks and 
armoured cars in the drive to clear 
the southern triangle leading into 
Omonia Square, 

A truce on Tuesday in the 
British air offensive operations was 
broken by E.L.A\S. shelling, it was 
revealed yesterday, Reuter says. 
At the request of the E.L.A.S. dele- 
gates, the R.A.F. suspended all 
offensive operations at 3 p.m., but 
at 10 p.m, E.L.A.S. guns, mounted 
on high- ~nerth-west of -the 
Piraeus rbour, dropped two 
shells in the Piraeus area. One fell

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short of a British warship lying off 
shore and the other short of a 
Navy establishment. The R.A.F, 
then cancelled the truce, but, in 
effect, there was no offensive air 
action. 

_ Despite the talks, fighting con- 
tinued in the Athens and Pirzus 
areas throughout Tuesday night. 
Small scale E.L.A.S. attacks on a 
R.A.F. airfield five miles outside 
Athens and on a power station in 
a northern suburb were repulsed. 
From Epirus yesterday reports said 
that there is stiffening resistance 
among the E.D.E.S. troops facing 
E.L.A.S. units. General Zervas, the 
E.D.E.S, leader, is believed to be 
holding a line along high ground 
roughly parallel with the coast and 
15 miles inland. 

A communiqué issued yesterday 
names some of those who took part 
in last night’s meeting, but gives no 
clue to the names of the new 
delegates at yesterday’s conference. 

The Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent stated last night that

Battles in Streets of 
Budapest 


IGHTING has started in the streets of Budapest, 
in Moscow. Shells and bombs were wrecking 


states Reuter’s special correspondent 
the Hungarian capital’s most famous 


thoroughfare last night as Red Army storm-troops drove through suburban streets towards 
the city centre. Front line despatches say that the city is covered by a pall of black smoke, 
broken by shooting columns of flame. 


From hastily-erected barricades and gun-sites in the city parks, 


the German defenders 


are fighting back; but the fight for Budapest is a battle, not for one city only, but for two. 


Tolbukhin is pushing his way 
from the west through the streets 
of ancient Buda towards Pesi and 
the modern city. Malinovsky, on 
the east, is believed to be on the 
point of striking in a great co- 
ordinated assault. 


Hopes were fading last night 
that it would be possible to avert 
a very bloody battle through the 
streets. In the past two months 
the Germans have gone to con- 
siderable lengths to prepare 
Budapest for an all-round defence. 


Sections of the city’s outskirts 
have been blasted to provide a clear 
field of fire. Considerable stores 
of ammunition for small arms and 
mortars have been accumulated in 
strong-points like the tube railway 
and the -380-yard-long tunnel 
piercing the Buda rock. 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
stated that Red Army troops have 
driven. some of the encircled 
Germans into the mountains in the 
Danube fork north of Budapest, 
while the remainder were “ gripped 
in a vice in Budapest itself.” — 

The communiqué also claimed 
the occupation of an island in the 
Danube and added that contact had 
been made with units which had 
occupied St. Andre on the west 
bank of the river. i 

Troops of both the Soviet Army 

groups driving on Austria are within 
100 miles of Vienna. The northern 
push, under Malinovsky, is taking 
pláce on the Hron River front above 
the great Danube bend towards the 
Bratislava Gap. Soviet troops are 
already believed to have crossed 
the Hron River at one point. 
- The second ‘thrust, under

GOVERNMENT NOTICE 


mm ALLOWANCES ACT, 1944 


The next Qualifying Date under the above Act in Region 3 (province of 
Connaught and Counties of Donegal, Monaghan and Cavan in the province of 
Ulster) will be the Ist January, 1945. “ Persons residing in Region 3 who will be 
entitled to claim allowances on that date should note the following instructions: — 


RENEWALS. If a Children’s Allowance for the present payment period is 
being paid through a Post Office the Half-yearly Claim Form interleaved in the 
Allowance-.Book should be completed by the Head of the Family. A PERSON 
NOMINATED TO RECEIVE AN ALLOWANCE ON %3EHALF OF THE 
CLAIMANT MUST NOT COMPLETE THE HALF-YEARLY CLAIM FORM. 
If payment is made through a Bank or the Post Office Savings Bank the Half- 
yearly Claim Form will be sent to the claimant. 

If a claim is being made in respect of any children who were not eligible 
in the previous period, Form AL. 9 (obtainable at any Post Office) should be 
completed and should accompany the Half-yearly Claim Form. 


NEW CLAIMS. If you are not in receipt of an allowance for the current 
payment period you should obtain Explanatory Leaflet AL. 1 at your local Post 
Office and apply to the Department of Industry and Commerce on the tear-off slip 
for Claim Form AL. 2. The Claim Form, when completed, shoula be forwarded 
to this Department, together with the necessary birth or baptismal certificates. 


Claim Forms (new or renewal) should be completed on or immediately after 
the Ist January. THEY MUST NOT BE COMPLETED AND DATED BEFORE 
THAT DATE. 

Renewal claims must be made within fourteen days from the Ist January 


and new claims within a month from the Ist January. Claimants who fail to make their 
claims within these times are liable to lose the allowance for the next payment 


period. 

Claimants who have not already obtained the necessary birth or baptismal 
certificates for any child are advised to do so at once in order that they may have 
them ready when making their claims. 

Postal Orders or cash should not be sent to the Department in connection 
with claims for allowances.

A heavy curtain of “security 
silence” continues to keep the 
outside world more or less in the 
dark the progress of 
events on the Western Front.

The Germans assuredly took the 
Americans by surprise when they 
launched their wholly unexpected 
counter - offensive towards the 
Meuse. Newspaper comment in 
the United States leaves little 
room for doubt that the Mili- 
tary Intelligence of the Allied 
armies was far from perfect; and 
there is already talk of a possible 
shake-up” which might involve 
even some of General Eisen- 
hower’s senior assistants. It is 
now possible to gain: a reasonably 
clear picture of what has been 
happening. The’ Allies, having 
broken through at Avranches after 
the failure of the German offensive 
at Mortain, had a surprisingly 
easy passage across Northern 
F rance. The Germans retreated 
rapidly, fighting rearguard actions 
only where such actions were 
essential to their general plan of 
withdrawal, but leaving com- 
paratively strong garrisons in the 
Channel ports, in order to deny 
their use for as long as possible 
to the British and Americans.

made. There will be nothing so 
spectacular, it seems, as the 
treasures which were discovered 
when the tomb of Tutankhamen 
was opened in 1922. Only 200 
of the 2,000 tombs in the new 
site are intact—grave-robbers 
despoiled the others many 
centuries ago—and the contents 
might be unexciting enough to 
the layman. To the Egyptologist, 
however, there is a prospect that 
a whole new chapter may be 
added to the known history of 
ancient ‘Egypt. Briefly, the 
articles found in the graves, and 
the style of building, suggest that 
a far more highly developed 
civilisation than was supposed 
existed before the First Dynasty, 
which began atout 3,400 years 
before Christ. Three names of 
kings, according to the Sunday 
Times, have been found inscribed: 
two are known, but the other one 
almost certainly is that of a king 
of the line that ruled before the 
First Dynasty. No definite con- 
clusion can be reached until the 
results of these researches have 
been collated with those of other 
excavations that have taken place 
since the beginning of the war, 
and with the whole body of exist- 
ing knowledge of the subject.

had every reason to believe, or, 
at least, to hope, that they would 
be able to force a military 
decision on the left bank of the 
Rhine, especially when they cap- 
tured the important city of 
Aachen. The Germans, on the 
other hand, had the appreciable 
advantage of interior lines of 
communication, although these 
lines’ must have been damaged 
sorely by constant and increas- 
ingly severe bombardment from‘ 
the air. The first serious threat 
to the Allied advance came when 
the British airborne division failed 
to establish itself at Arnhem, and 
consequently was unable to turn 
the Siegfried positions. There- 
after General Eisenhower settled 
down to a winter campaign of 
attrition, contenting himself with 
frontal attacks on a more or less 
minor scale, while he brought up 
reinforcements of men and 
material with a view to an “all- 
out,” and presumably final, offen- 
sive in the spring. Apparently, 
he reckoned without his German 
hosts. Marshal von Rundstedt, 
who, with the possible ex- 
ception of Marshal Zhukov, 
has been the most eonsistently 
brilliant general in. the present 
war, refused to admit deécisive 
defeat, and kept his weather eye 
open. Evidently he discovered a

was least expected. He chose a 
spot in the Ardennes, near the 
frontiers of Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg; managed to concentrate a 
well-equipped force of some 
250,000 men in this area, and 
then struck in a determined effort 
to drive the Allies back across 
the Meuse. 

It is impossible at present to 
say precisely to what extent this 
bold counter-stroke has succeeded. 
During the Christmas holidays, it 
was. reported that the Germans 
had reached one point only four 
miles from the Meuse, and that 
they had thrust a wide salient to 
a depth of some thirty miles into 
the territory which had been held 
by the Americans. Apparently, 
the Allied forces have been com- 
pelled to evacuate about 3,000 
square miles of Belgian soil; and 
it is admitted in the United States 
that their losses have been heavy. 
As we write, a bitter struggle is 
taking place for the possession of 
the vital road junction of 
Bastogne, on the historic highway 
to Sedan. Here, an American 
garrison, which seems to be 
virtually isolated, is making a 
gallant stand. It has been receiv- 
ing supplies by air, and General 


| Eisenhower’s troops have been 


striving fiercely to raise the siege. 
Yesterday’s reports, however, in- 
dicated that the Germans so far 
had been able to check the 
American counter-attacks, and 
that Bastogne was in a serious 
plight. It seems, on the other 
hand, that the momentum of the 
German offensive has been re- 
duced substantially. Marshal von 
Rundstedt has at his disposal the 
equivalent of two, or possibly 
even of three, armies. He has 
advanced in all between fifty and 
sixty miles; but during the last 
few days the Germans’ progress 
has been measured in yards. A 
glance at the map will show the 
risks that the German High Com- 
mand is taking. Its salient already

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Loss Caused By | 
The Rabbit 


BR VERY year thousands of pounds 
worth of Irish trees and crops 
are destroyed by Irish rabbits, and 
there is very little that can be done 
to effect a permanent remedy. 

Professor M. J. Gorman, of the 
Albert Agricultural College, Dublin, 
recently stated at a meeting of the 
Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club that 
rabbits were one of the most per- 
nicious pests in the country, and 
that the amount of damage they did 
to grass, corn and trees was 
incalculable. 

An Irish Times reporter dis- 
discussed the problem with an agri- 
cultural expert, who said that rabbits 
destroy young’ planted and. natural 
trees by preventing the development 
of the seedlings and interfering with 
the natural regeneration of the trees. 
On farms they destroy such crops 
as winter wheat and grass in places. 

An idea of the amount of damage 
done by rabbits is given by the fact
